*« posterior to the resurrection.” The apostle tes- 
tifies, (Heb. ix. 27,) that “it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but afler this, (death) the judg- 
ment.’ It appears to me, that no man of candour 
will attempt to deny, that the judgment here spo- 
ken of, is “posterior to the present world, and 
mode of existence.” 

As my last quotation (John v. 28.) is full to the 
point, I need quote no other ; and therefore I will 
repeat it: “ Marvel not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which, ail that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall come forth ; they 
that have done good unto the resurrection of Jife, 
and they that have done evil unto the resurrection 
of damnation.” Although you may object to my 
“ present views of this passage,” by affirming that 
the judgment hour, here alluded to, bas alroady 
passed, it will be obligatory on you, to adduce 
evidence that “ali that were in the graves, came 
forth :” if not, the prediction is yet to be fulfilled. 
But even admitting your conclusions, that “ some 
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ef the dead” came forth, you must also admit, ac- 
cording to our Savivur's declaration, that “they | 
that had done good, came forth unto the resuwrec- 
tion of life,received the approbation of “ well done | 
good and faithful servant, thou hast been faith, ful |

Lord :"—And “they that have done evi/, came | 


forth unto the resurrection of damnation’ —re- 
ceived their sentence of “depart thou cursed into | 
everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and bis an- 
gels.” You infer, that the “ dead” here spoken 
of, “ were dead in trespasses and sins ;” and the 
“graves are figurative of the darkness of the 
mind of the Jews,” &e. Query—Did all the 
Jews, who were thus “dead in trespasses and 
sins,” hear the “* voice of the Son of God and live?” 
I think not: for said Jesus Christ, (Jobn viii 21.) 
“TI go my way, and ye shall seek me, and shall die 
in your sins: whither | go ye cannot come.” This 
must have been a femporal death ; for according 
to your own construction, the Jews, which weve 
here addressed by our Saviour, were already 
“dead in trespasses and sins ;” and hence it must 
have been another death here spoken of, which 
could have been none other than a temporal death.

Some of the dead came forth,” & . we must adanit 
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“ that those that had done evil came forth unto the 
resurrection of damnation, received their sentence 
of ‘ Depart, ye cursed, intu everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the Devil and his angels.’” ‘To this we 
answer: When C, W. will prove that Christ came 
into the world for the purpose of consiguing men 
to everlasting fire, (see John ix, 39.) and that the 
world was sentenced to everlasting fire, (see John 
xii. 31.) and that everlasting fire came 1800 years 
ago, (See Rev. xiv. 6, 7.) for the purpose of ma- 
king “every nation, kindred, and tongue, and 
people, give glory to God, and worship him,” and 
that it will actually induce them to do so, then, we 
shall admit it, and not before!
